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WIFE SAVES LIFE OF 


DEPUTY TOM MILTON 


OAYTONA WOMAN SHOOTS AND 


KILLS MOONSHINE NEGRO AS 


HE ATTEMPTS TO KILL HER 


HUSBAND. 


Daytona Daily News: After having 


been placed under arrest on a charge 
of illicit distilling, Tony Roberts, a 
husky negro about 40 years of age, at 
tempted to overpower Deputy Sheriff 
T. 0. Milton, and was shot to death 
by Mrs. Milton, who came to the 
assistance of her husband. The arrest 
and subsequent fight took place Sat- 
urday afternoon at Roberts' shack, lo- 
cated just north of Lewis' mill on the 
Tomoka road. After being shot the 
negro fell in the palmettos about 50 
feet from the house, where he remain- 
ed until viewed by a coroner's jury. 
He was then brought to Daytona in 
Sheriff Morris' car and turned over 
to an undertaker. 


While 15 quarts of moonshine were 


secured by Officer Milton when he 
arrested Roberts, the still was not lo- 
cated until Sunday morning, when 
the deputy sheriff 
and 
Guy Hurd 


made a trip before daylight and found 
the still about two and a half miles 
from the negro's house. 
It was a 


crude but effective affair and con- 
tained about two barrels of mash as 
well as liquor which was very strong 
for a product so young. The still and 
mash were brought to Daytona and 
left in the rear of the city hall, where 
it was viewed by many people Sun- 
day. 


Evidence before the hearing before 


the coroner's jury, at which Deputy 
Sheriff Tom 0. Milton and Mrs. Mil- 
ton testified, was in effect that when 
the officer arrived at Roberts' home 
the negro was absent and the deputy 
left his automobile on the public road 
about 600 feet away. When the negro 
arrived he denied his guilt but after 
being handcuffed at the point of a 
pistol in the hands of Mrs. Milton, 
who also forced the lock on the door 
of the shack, he admitted that he had 
been dealing in moonshine, but con- 
tended that it was being made by an- 
other party whom he did not name. 
In the house hidden in a box was 15 
quarts of the kind of stuff that would 
make a cotton tail rabbit spit in a 
bull dog's face. 


The negro was kept at a distance 


and after Mrs.' Milton had gone to 
bring the car to the house he told 
Officer Milton that if he would reach 
into his, the negro's, belt he could 
find some money. 
Mr. Milton did\ 


not fall for this ruse as the negro 
did not have any money, but waived 
the negro back with a shotgun. Just as 
Mrs. Milton stopped the car near the 
house 
the negro asked 
Mr. Milton 


for a match and as the officer laid 
down the gun to comply, the negro 
rushed him. 
In the struggle the of- 


ficer's hands were severely lacerated 
and had to be dressed by a physician. 
Mrs. Milton heard her husband call 
and responded with a revolver in her 
hand. As she reached the door the 
negro, who had partial control of the 
shotgun, endeavored to waive it. in 
her direction and warned her to stay 
away or he would kill her also. Mrs. 
Milton shot at the negro's head, but 
missed. 
At the sound of the shot 


Mr. Milton, .who was on the floor with 
the negro over him, gave a supreme 
effort and shoved the negro away just 
as Mrs. Milton placed the revolver at 
the negro's back and fired the fatal 
shot. The negro walked right over 
Mr. Milton and rushed out the door 
•3 Mrs. Milton fired the third shot, 
which resulted in a flesh wound. As 
the negro was in a stooping position 
••bout 50 feet from the house Mr. Mil- 
ton peppered him with a load of BB 
•hot, these wounds being only super- 
ficial. The negro pitched forward and 
4ted almost instantly.

The city teams will work in 
Ihis section Wednesday. 


Section No. 3 includes the territory 


north of Canal and east of Orange 
streets. 
The city teams will be in 


this section Thursday. 


Section No. 4 takes in the territory | 


north of Canal and west of Orange 
streets and tins section will be cover- 
ed by the city teams Friday. 


People living in section No. 1 are 


requested to put their trash in the al- 
eys instead of in the streets. 


The school children are showing 


much interest in the "clean up" cam- 
paign and are planning to do their 
part of the work. As they number 
350 this means they will do some part 
of the cleaning up. The children have 
been told what they are to do and 
they will be given full instructions in 
detail for the work on Monday. The 
use of small quantities of kerosene in 
fighting mosquitoes has been stressed, 
while clean yards, homes and streets 
have not been neglected.

CURE SLICE OF FEDERAL FUND 


FOR HIGHWAY. 


The Florida East Coast section of 


the 
Dixie highway, from the St. 


Mary's river north of Jacksonville to 
Miami, has been designated by the 
state road department as State Aid 
Road No. 4, which means that the 
East Coast will now derive its share 
of the benefit from the big federal 
road fund appropriation of $3.000,000 
for Florida.

ery possible aid and assistance to 
both corporations and individuals, Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue James M. 
Cathcart of the District of Florida 
has decided to continue the income 
tax drive, beginning March 24 and 
continuing probably until April 25, 
into every section of Florida. 


The very best income tax men will 


be sent into the field to explain the 
excess profits law, as well as to aid 
with information and assistance in the 
filling of both corporation and indi- 
vidual income returns. The work has 
been divided in such a way that some 
men will be almost exclusively em- 
ployed in making out corporation re- 
turns, while other men will help indi- 
viduals. 
The tentative return form 


for income taxes has been used to 
such an extent by individuals and by 
corporations generally that there is 
the same opportunity in assisting and 
helping taxpayers since March loth 
as there was before that date, accord- 
ing to Mr. Cathcart. A penalty of 25 
per cent of the amount of tax is in- 
cuired for failure to file a return on 
time, and if the return is filed later a 
reasonable cause for delay should be 
attached in the form of an affidavit.

LOCAL POSTOFFICE RECEIVES 


ORDERS TO RETURN TO PRE- , 


WAR SCHEDULE AFTER FIRST 


OF JULY. 


Everybody can work up all their 


neglected correspondence after the 
first of next July without putting such. 
a tremendous crimp in the family 
pocketbook as would be the case if 
one indulged in promiscuous letter 
writing now, for on July first Uncle 
Sam will begin carrying letters op the 
same old footing as before the war, 
and an ordinary epistle will go for 
two cents as in the gc^d old days be- 
fore the Hun turned everything upside, 
down and boosted the cost of all 
things. 


Orders have been received at the 


local postoffice to this effect from 
Postmaster General Burleson, the text 
of the order reading as follows: 


Section 339, postal laws and regula- 


tions, is amended to read as follows, 
effective July 1, 1919: 


Sec. 339. Upon all matters of the 


first class * » * postage shall be 
charged * * * at the rate of two 
cents for each ounce or fraction there- 
of, including delivery at letter carrier 
offices, and one cent for each ounce 
or fraction thereof where free delivery 
by carrier is not established. 


. Postage on letters deposited in 


rural or star route boxes, or mailed 


persons who are served by rural 


or star route carriers, shall be charged 
<it the rate of two cents for each ounce 
or traction thereof 


. When persons or concerns uf 


any city or place send their letters in 
bulk lor mailing for local delivery at 
i postoffice at another place where 
the one cent drop letter rate is ap- 
plicable, such letters are not drop let- 
ters, and are not entitled to the one 


:ent 
drop letter rate, but will be 


charged with postage at the rate o£ 
wo cents for each ounce or fraction, 
.hereof. 


Note: 
A drop letter is-one-ad- 


dressed for delivery from the office 
at which it is posted. 
There is no 


drop rate on any matter except let- 
:ers. 


Section 400, postal laws and regu- 


ations, is amended to read as follows, 
iffective July 1, 1919: 


Sec. 400. Postal cards may be trans- 


mitted through the mails at a post- 
age charge of one cent each, includ- 
ng the cost of manufacture.

Milton and Mrs. Mil- 
ton testified, was in effect that when 
the officer arrived at Roberts' home 
the negro was absent and the deputy 
left his automobile on the public road 
about GOO feet away. When the negro 
arrived he denied his guilt but after 
being handcuffed at the point of a 
pistol in the hands of Mrs. Milton, 
who also forced the lock on the door 
"of the shack, he admitted that he had 
been dealing in moonshine, but con- 
tended that it was being made by an- 
other party whom he did not name. 
In the house hidden in a box was 15 
quarts of the kind of stuff that would 
make a cotton tail rabbit spit in a 
hull dog's face. 


The negro was kept at a distance 


and after Mrs. Milton had gone to 
bring the car to the house he told 
Officer Milton that if he would reach 
into his, the negro's, belt he could 
find some money. 
Mr. Milton did\ 


not fall for this ruse as the negro 
did not have any money, but waived 
the negro back with a shotgun. Just as 
Mrs. Milton stopped the car near the 
house 
the negro asked 
Mr. Milton 


for a match and as the officer laid 
down the gun to comply, the negro 
rushed him. to the struggle the of- 
ficer's hands were severely lacerated 
and had to be dressed by a physician. 
Mrs. Milton heard her husband call 
and responded with a revolver in her 
hand. As she reached the door the 
negro, who had partial control of the 
shotgun, endeavored to waive it • in 
her direction and warned her to stay 
away or he would kill her also. Mrs. 
Milton shot at the negro's head, hut 
missed. 
At the sound of the shot 


Mr. Milton, .who was on the floor with 
the negro over him, gave a supreme 
effort and shoved the negro away just 
as Mrs. Milton placed the revolver at 
the negro's back and fired the fatal 
shot. The negro walked right over 
Mr. Milton and rushed out the door 
•3 Mrs. Milton Bred the third shot, 
which resulted in a flesh wound. As 
the negro was in a stooping position 
••bout 50 feet from the house Mr. Mil- 
ton peppered him with a load of BB 
shot, these wounds being only super- 
ficial. The negro pitched forward »ne 
4ted almost instantly.

The Florida East Coast section of 


the 
Dixie highway, from the St. 


Mary's river north of Jacksonville to 
Miami, has been designated by the 
state road department as State Aid 
Road No. 4, which means that the 
East Coast will now derive its share 
of the benefit from the big federal 
road fund appropriation of $3.000,000 
for Florida. 
• 


This action was taken by the road 


department at a meeting held in Jack- 
sonville. Although it will be neces- 
sary for the state legislature to con- 
firm the recommendation of the road 
department, there is no doubt in the 
minds of good roads boosters that 
this will be done, for the legislature 
never fails, it is said, to grant the re- 


he same fees in court cases as the j quests of this department, which is 


made up of experts along that line. 


Efforts will be made to induce the 


state to make a special tax levy to 
meet the $3,000,000 provided by the 
federal government. The federal roads 
bill provides that this money will be 
spent iu Florida providing the state 
puts up a similar amount. If the state 
does not make this levy, it will be up 
to the counties to raise half the 
amount spent on their roads by bom 
issues. In case the state legislature 
does not levy the special tax, the lo 
cal boosters will go after the Eas 
Coast counties in an effort to float the 
bond issues.
